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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Replace the abstract with the new abstract as follow: 

-Catheters for retrieval or delivery of an embolic protection device from the 
vasculature comprise an outer sheath having a side opening for receiving a 
guidewire with an embolic protection device at distal end and an inner shaft 
having a port and a plurality of flush holes in addition to the port. Methods for 
retrieving and delivering an embolic protection device are disclosed.-

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-27 
are allowable because the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a catheter for retrieving 
or delivering of an embolic protection device comprising in combination with other 
limitations of the claims, an inner shaft including a port disposed near a side opening of 
an outer sheath and a plurality of openings or a plurality of flush holes (in claim 17-26) 
in addition to the port.
